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Here Is What Transpired At Monday’s 
Meeting Of The Palm Beach 


County Commission 


County commissioners adopted 

a resolution Monday requesting the 
‘U. S. Army Corps of Engineers to 
make sure a proposed tap of Lake 
y Okeechobee will not jeopardize ths 
| county's water supplies, 

New Commissioner E. W. Weav- 
er voiced concern tha the proposed 
canal, which would pump water 
from the Lake to the Everglades 
National Park during droughts, 
might create a water shortage in 
Palm Beach County. 

Glades-area farmers are upset 
about the plan, and condemned it 
last week in a formal statement of 
their views. The U. S. Department 
of Interior originated the plan. 

- It would drain water from Lake 
Okeechobee by way of a canal west 
of Clewiston. A public hearing on 


the scheme will be held January 21 
by the Corps of Engineers, 

The . county commission resolu- 
tion, passed at Weaver's urging, 
says Palm Beach County agricul- 
ture is dependent on abundance of 
water. Continued agricultural pros- 
Perity is essential to balance the 
economy, it says. 

Even the Corps of Engineers, 
Weaver said, is ‘not eager to push 
the lake-drain plan, 

“The whole thing is irreguatr,” 
he said. “Even before the coming 
of man, the area’ of the national 
park was often dry when rainfall 
was low. And we have not had an 
average rainfall for five years,” 

The commission authorized 
Weaver to be its representative at 
the public hearing, to be ‘held at 
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Flood Control District’s headquart- 
ers in West Palm Beach, 

County Commissioners Monday 
info: y established a “high- 
Priority” list of Toads that will 
be built first with the remainder of 
‘the money from the $15 million 
road bond issue. 

On top of the Priority list are 
South Military- Trail, Okeechobee 
Road, Chase Street Extension in 
West Palm Beach, and part of Port 
Road, which will link Bee Line 
Highway with U. S. Highway.1 
eventually. 

The part that will be done first, 
commissioners agreed, will be the 
stretch from Military Trail to Old 
Dixie in Riviera Beach. 

Commissioners made their se- 
lections at an administrative meet- 
ing following the regular meeting. 
The priority list became necessary 
when commissioners found them- 
selves facing a shortage of road 
construction money. 

Some of the original projects un- 
der the $15 million road building 
package will be trimmed because 
of rising cost of construction, 
which have averaged more than 30 
Per cent above originally antici- 
pated costs.
